The Tax Side 


The magazine Business Week was the 
most recent of the national publications to 
make a pitch on the purchase of Nashua 
by a syndicate organized by Leslie Combs 
II. In its issue of December 24 the weekly 
devoted more than 2 pages to the news of 
the sale and its tax side. 

Concerning the syndicate’s expenditure 
of $1,251,200, its decision to race the colt 
before retiring him to stud, and its chances 
of coming out on top in the deal, the 
magazine had this to say: 

. The most compelling reason for 
racing him at all is the tax advantage. As 
a race horse, Nashua will give the 
syndicate a bigger depreciation 
allowance than as a stallion. <A race 
horse can be depreciated over two or three 
years: a stallion’s depreciation is figured 
at 10 years, or more. 

“On this basis, the Combs syndicate may 
race Nashua for the next 14 months. and 
claim his depreciation as a race horse at 
around $500,000. This would be, in effect. 
a fast write-off on a big part of the pur- 
chase price. The remainder could be 
depreciated at the normal rate for a stal- 
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lion. So the total write-off could be speed- 
ed up considerably. 

“There is also a tax advantage for those 
in the syndicate who are not commercial 
breeders. Combs, who is in business as a 
breeder, would have to pay a normal busi- 
ness tax if he sells Nashua’s foals. But 
racing stable owners who decide to sell a 
foal would be charged only with a capital 
gains tax. 

“Once Nashua is in stud, his foals should 
bring extremely high prices. The first of 
them probably will bring over $30.000 
each. on the average. 

“If he wins $400,000 in racing and is a 
good breeder. Nashua could conceivably 
pay for himself within five years. And. 
as some stallions remain in stud until they 
are 20. there is a possibility of making big 
profits.”

NEW YORK 
New York Dates, Delays 


The New York State Racing Commission 
this week awarded racing dates to Jamaica. 
Belmont Park. and Saratoga. Dates for 
Aqueduct were held in abeyance. The 
schedule: 

Days 
Jamaica. April 2-May 12__- 36 
Belmont Park, May 14-July 48 
Jamaica. July 9-August 4 24 
Saratoga. August 6-September  1- 


The commission said it was forced to 
withhold Aqueduct’s dates because of the 
uncertainty involved in alterations to the 
Long Island Railroad. which services the 
track. The railroad is being absorbed by 
the city subway system. 

Also contributing to the absence of dates 
for Aqueduct was the Greater New York 
\ssociation’s decision to delay its plans 
for remodeling the track until a com- 
prehensive study can be made by the 
GNYA’s building and planning com- 
mittees. Although the co-operative associa- 
tion had planned on remodeling part of 
Aqueduct while the railroad construction 
was going on. it decided 2 weeks ago to 
make no definite commitment for the track 
until the study groups have finished their 
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reports. The GNYA’s position was ex- 
plained in the following report: 

“The Greater New York Association. 
now operating Thoroughbred racing in 
New York, is glad to announce continuing 
progress in its program for the rebahilita- 
tion of its racing plants on Long Island. 
+ “The funds presently available are only 
sufficient to provide for a major job to be 
done at one site. Because of the limited 
financial resources it is imperative that the 
trustees have complete. expert analysis 
and figures on which to base their deci- 
sions. Therefore. the most meticulous 
appraisals are being made of the advant- 
ages and disadvantages of the 2 sites. No 
decision has been made. or will be made. 
as to the site for the major development 
until all of these studies shall have been 
completed. analyzed. and weighed. It is 
contemplated that. after the completion of 
the major work. such improvements as 
remaining funds permit will be made in 
the second site. These will be made with 
the ultimate object in view of completing 
a major job at this site. also. if additional 
funds become available. 

“The work of the architects and 
engineers exploring site conditions. 
traffic movement. parking space. available 
and potential transportation facilities will 
require several months. But it is the hope 
of the association that final plans will be 
completed by the autumn and, if approved 
by the State Racing Commission, firm bids 
will be sought and the work started. In 
the meantime. the previously announced 
start of work at Aqueduct has been post- 
poned. 

“The association is determined. within 
the limits of its financial resources. to 
provide a setting for Thoroughbred racing 
in New York that will be outstanding. To 
that end, it is moving carefully and 
prudently in the development of the most 
comprehensive data and cost estimates. 
With the realization that there is no margin 
for error in the work to be undertaken the 
association hopes for the forbearance and 
patience of the public, horsemen and press. 
of everybody interested in Thoroughbred 
racing.” 


CALIFORNIA 
The Heroes 


Los ANGELES. Opening week at Santa 
Anita Park was not without its heroes. In 
order of their appearance they were 
Robert Lytle’s Correlation, Barry Richards’ 
History Book. George Bucknam’s *Nag- 
puni, Rex Ellsworth’s Terrang. and WL 
Ranch’s Honeys Alibi. There seemed glory 
enough for all. 

Correlation and History Book earned 
their laurels on opening day. Despite 
clouds that hugged the track all day and 
the competition from a National Football 
League championship playoff across town. 
60.939 fans turned out for the inaugural. 

Even Santa Anita officials were amazed 
by the throng. since they had hoped for 
50.000 if the weather was good. It was 
further proof. if any was needed. of 
racing's popularity in these parts. and 
plainly indicated that another big season 
was ahead. 

When Correlation came to the paddock 
for the Cal-Poly College purse. racing 
secretary Frank E. (Jimmy) Kilroe said. 
“He’s grown into quite a fellow.” He’s a 
real picture horse now. His long rest has

Another return on $135.000. 
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done him a world of good. and he never 
has looked better. 

Correlation proceeded to mop up with 
the easy field that opposed him in the 
mile-and-a-furlong race over the grass 
course. and it looks like he’s going to have 
a lot to say about some of the big stakes 
later in the meeting. 

History Book. which Barry Richards 
once claimed for $16,000. won in- 
augural feature. the $23.300 Palos Verdes 
Handicap. a dash of 6 furlongs. He’s by 
*Reading II. and has a fancy for the Santa 
Anita track. where he won 3 races—includ- 


ing optional-claiming stakes—last 
winter. The Palos Verdes was by far the 


most important victory of his career. 
An Acclimated *Nagpuni 


One Ton Tony and History Book were 
the speed horses of the field. Everyone 
suspected they might kill each other off. 
but History Book put One Ton Tony away 
on the turn and then kept going to hold 
the stretch charge of Karim. which came 
too late to be really dangerous. 

*Nagpuni finished fourth in the Palos 
Verdes, then came back 5 days later—on 
the first Saturday of the meeting—to set 
up a new track record of 1:1425 for 615 
furlongs over the beautiful grass course. 

*Nagpuni was just beginning to find 
himself in this country when Del Mar 
closed last summer. He's perfectly 
acclimated now, and there is no question 
but that the big fellow has terrific speed. 
He reminds me of *Royal Serenade. a top 
sprinter in his own country. but capable 
of stretching out and occasionally going a 
route over our tracks. He’s nominated for 
the Santa Anita Handicap. and I wouldn't 
count him out by any means. 

Terrang put in his bid as a serious con- 
tender for the Santa Anita Derby—won 
last winter by stablemate Swaps—with an 
impressive score in the $30.500 California 
Breeders’ Trial Stakes. It was his first 
outing since last summer in Chicago. 
where he beat a good field by 6 lengths. 
and Willie Shoemaker had to sting him 
with the whip half a dozen times before 
Terrang settled down to some serious run- 
ning. 


The Honeymooner 


Under the whip he came around Mobile 
to win in 1:2246. which was faster than 
Honeys Alibi and other older horses were 
to take for the 7 furlongs of the Malibu 
Sequet Stakes in the next race. Most of 
the colts that Terrang beat were whipping 
him for pastime last summer at Holly- 
wood Park. but he seems like a different 
horse now. Swaps did about the same thing 
between the summer of his 2-year-old year 
and the time that he turned 3. The in- 
ference is not that Terrang is as good as 
Swaps—but if it happened once. it could 
again. Terrang is by *Khaled out of Fly- 
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Brookmeade Stable’s Capeador scored an impressive allowance win at Tropical 
Park last week, stamping himself as one of the top contenders for the Robert E. 
Lee and Tropical Park Handicaps, feature races of the Tropical meeting. 


ing Choice. one of the fastest fillies Flls- 
worth ever bred. 

In the Malibu Sequet Stakes. fans made 
Traffic Judge a heavy favorite on the 
strength of his powerful races in Chicago 
last summer. They forgot that he had tailed 
off some towards the end of the year. and 
also that he had spent several weeks fresh- 
ening up at Ellwood (Pie Man) Johnston’s 
Old English Rancho. near Santa Anita. 
just before the season opened. 


Nevertheless. The Judge ran an excellent 
race. made a big move on the turn. and 
was no worse than third at the top of the 
stretch. In the run to the wire. he dropped 
back to seventh. but he was beaten less 
than 3 lengths in the tightest finish of the 
season, 

The first 6 horses under the wire were 
only noses and necks apart. with Honeys 
Alibi coming out of the pack in the last 
sixteenth to get the verdict. It was a most 
satisfying victory for Harry M. Warner. 
who was able to attend the races for the 
first time after undergoing surgery recent- 
ly. It was also the first winner saddled 
by Dave Hurn since taking over the W L 
Ranch training job early in the fall. 

You may remember that Mr. Warner 
paid $135.000 for Honeymoon. dam _ of 
Honeys Alibi. and that he went to $25.- 
000. at a charity fete at Del Mar. to get 
a service for her to *Khaled. Honeys Alibi 
is her first foal. and a fair example of 
what can be expected of her. It looks like 
Mr. Warner’s money was well spent.

FLORIDA 
The Florida Boom 


Miami. The new year finds this winter 
resort oozing with prosperity. The boom 
started sooner than expected. which means 
that merchants and the race track owners 
may expect even more black entries in 
their ledgers when the peak of the season 
is touched off by the opening of Hialeah 
Park on January 17. 

Tropical Park is running far ahead of 
its record season of 1952-53. The Christ- 
mas and New Year’s morning programs 
set new marks. as frenzied, merry-making 
visitors jammed the little track and storm- 
ed the mutuel windows. The per capita 
betting at the Gables track has been 
phenomenal all season. For the first 29 
days. exclusive of the New Year week-end 
totals. 270.867 had wagered $22,182.917. 
a per capita average of $82. 

Horsemen are being rewarded by the 
sharp gains in business to the tune of 
$50,000 which was to be added to the 
purses for the remainder of the meeting. 
This figure was arrived at on the basis of a 
5 per cent increase in betting, and was 
part of an agreement between the racing 
association and the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association. 

Racing secretary Francis 


P. Dunne’s 


programs have improved in tone as the 
meeting has progressed. and he has been 
getting close finishes in the majority of the 
stakes races. 
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One of the highlights of the meeting 
has been the torrid riding duel between 
Bobby Ussery. a 21-year-old native of Vian. 
Okla., and Willie Hartack, the champion 
rider of 1955. Between them they won 70 
races through the first 29 days, and their 
dueling was excellent box-office bait. 

Through the week of December 26-31. 
Ussery led Hartack not only in number 
of winners, but also in the esteem of the 
Gables patrons. On Friday, Hartack had 
a horrible day. drawing a blank on 8 
mounts, and the bettors really gave it to 
him. booing him unmercifully, much in 
the fashion that New Yorkers usually slip 
the old bird to Eddie Arcaro. 

Ussery is a fine rider. He never gets 
his mounts into any trouble—or so_ it 
seems. He weighs about 110 pounds. A 
free-lancer. he has been around horses 
since he rode Quarter Horses in Oklahoma 
when he was only 10. He broke his maiden 
at the Fair Grounds, New Orleans. on 
Thanksgiving Day. 1951. Since then. he 
has ridden more than 700 winners. In 
New England this year he led every meet- 
ing. 

Ussery makes his home at Metheun. 
Mass., where he has a wife and child. The 
boy has saved most of his earnings. His 
ambition: to buy a large ranch in Okla- 
homa when his riding days are over. He 
finished the 1955 season as the third-lead- 
ing jockey in the nation behind Hartack 
and Willie Shoemaker. 


Capeador and Burch

a horse ready to win after a long absence 
from competition than Preston Burch, of

The race suggested that 
Capeador will be a powerful contender in 
both the $15.000-added Robert E. Lee 
Handicap on January 7 and the $35.000- 
added Tropical Handicap on January 16.

Test of Constitutionality 


Trainer Al Kelem and = groom Ben 
Hirschberg. recently suspended by the 
Illinois Racing Board. have filed suits in 
Cook County (IIl.) Circuit Court against 
the board. They claim that racing rules 
which give the board “uncontrolled and 
sole. discretion” in suspending licenses 
are unconstitutional, 

Atty. James S. Sprowl said his clients 
specifically object to a rule which holds 
that anyone in charge of horses entered in 
races may be held responsible for the 
condition of the horses “regardless of the 
acts of a third party.” 

Kelem trained Go Between. a winner at 
Sportsman’s Park on October 24, and 
Hirschberg was the groom of the horse. 
for which a saliva test revealed traces of 
caffein. Officers of the board later 
searched Kelem’s car and reported that 
they found a battery of the type used to 
stimulate horses. Kelem said the battery 
had been “dead” for some time, but the 
racing board. considering the stimulation 
charge. voted to extend his suspension to 
5 years. Hirschberg was suspended for 6 
months.

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OBITUARY 


Charles Ulrich Bay 


Charles Ulrich Bay. 67. prominent busi- 
nessman, diplomat. and Thoroughbred 
owner, died December 31 at the Harkness 
Pavillion of the Columbia Presbyterian 
Medical Center in New York City. He had 
been ill for some time. 

Mr. Bay entered the Thoroughbred sport 
in 1954. when he purchased 4 yearlings 
at the Keeneland summer sales. One of 
the 4 was Noorsaga. which last year won 
the Cowdin Stakes and finished third in 
the Youthful and Remsen Stakes. He 
bought additional yearlings at Keeneland 
last summer. and his stable was at Hialeah 
Park at the time of his death. 

A native of Rensselaer. N. Y.. Mr. Bay 
had been prominent in business circles 
since 1915. when he founded the Bay 
Company, of Bridgeport, manu- 
facturers of surgical dressings and medical 
supplies. He headed the company until 
1931. when it was merged with the Parke. 
Davis drug company. 

In 1933 Mr. Bay became a partner in 
the New York Stock Exchange firm of A. 
M. Kidder and Company. and since 1940 
he had been senior partner in the firm. 
From 1939 until 1946 he served as presi- 
dent of the Bay Petroleum Corporation. 
which he had organized in 1935. He con- 
tinued as chairman of the board for the 
corporation until last year. 

Mr. Bay’s other business activities in- 
cluded the American Export Lines. which 
he helped organize; the American Export 
Air Lines. one of the first Trans-Atlantic 
aviation companies; the Connecticut Rail- 
way and Lighting Company; and the First 
National Bank and Trust Company. of 
Bridgeport. for which he was a director 
and chairman of the executive committee. 

President Truman named Mr. Bay 
ambassador to Norway in 1946. and he 
held that position until 1953. While in 
Norway. Mr. and Mrs. Bay adopted 3 
Norwegian children. 

Survivors include his wife. Mrs. 
Josephine P. Bay; and the 3. children. 
Christopher. Synova, and Frederick Bay. 


Vaughn Flannery 


Vaughn Flannery. nationally known 
painter of race horses and racing scenes, 
died Sunday. December 24, at the Woman’s 
Hospital, Philadelphia. Pa. He was 57. 

A native of Kentucky. Mr. Flannery 
made his home in Darlington. Md.. where 
he owned a breeding establishment for a 
number of years. He made his first mark 
in the advertising field. from which he 
later retired to devote all his time to paint- 
ing horses. At the time of his death he 
was working on a series of paintings of 
Greentree Stable’s stakes horses. 
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He was a former director of the Mary- 
land Jockey Club. 

He is survived by his wife. Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Flannery; a daughter. Miss Liza 
Flannery; a brother, Henry Flannery: and 
a sister, Mrs. James D. Bishop.

2 Years to Grow 


Greenacres Stud Farm 


Los AnceLes. In November. 1953, 
Stevens H. (Steve) Hammond. chairman 
of the board and president of the Whiting 
Corporation, with headquarters at Harvey. 
Ill... rode east from Los Angeles. taking 
more than a casual interest in the country- 
side. He had grown up on a farm in 
Illinois and later..in partnership with his 
father and brother. had owned one at 
Aurora prior to World War II. In recent 
years the idea of buying another had been 
on his mind. and he had checked possibili- 
ties in both Florida and Arizona. 


About 40 miles east of downtown Los 
Angeles the car turned south on Archi- 
bald Avenue and after a few miles his 
driver and host. Louis R. Rowan, veteran 
Los Angeles realtor. a breeder of Thor- 
oughbreds. and president of the California 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association. waved 
at fields where beef cattle were grazing. 


“There’s the best grass in the Chino 
Valley.” he said. 

Hammond’s interest perked up. and 
Rowan drove into the farm, which was 
owned by the Waggoner Livestock Com- 
pany. The land wasn’t on the market. but 
after brief negotiations Hammond had the 
283-acre place in his pocket. His offer 
included a provision that manager I. L. 
(Bud) Hart stay on. 


“Except for some higher ground. where 
sprinklers are used. the land was flood 
irrigated from 6 wells.” Hammond said. 
“L needed someone with a knowledge of the 
irrigation system. and. anyway. I’d heard 
Hart was the one who made the place go.” 

Hammond at first planned to continue 
running cattle. with horses to be added 
later. He’d learned to ride as a lad. and 
he played polo well enough to earn a 6- 
goal rating and membership on a national 
championship indoor team. Both polo 
ponies and hunters had been raised at his 
Aurora place, so horses always were part 
of his conception of a farm. 

“When I went into the economics of a 
cattle operation in the Chino Valley with 
Hart.” he explained. “I found I couldn’t 
get a proper return on my investment. even 
with cattle at a fair market value. Feed- 
ing costs and the value of such land just 
won't let you make it with beef cattle. 
That’s why you find so many dairy farms 
in the area.” After due consideration, 
Hammond decided Thoroughbreds and 
farming the better business opportunity. 

“T already knew *Scorpion. proven 
stallion in Australia. was available. so 
I made the deal for him at the time I 
decided to go into horses. Another Austral- 
ian horse. *Bahadur II. also was available. 
and I arranged his syndication, retaining 
the controlling interest for myself.” 


Hammond moved in on a large scale, 
but not haphazardly. Always there was a 
plan. usually born of his extensive business 
experience, 


Fencing and Building 


“We started fencing and building at 
once. but even so were pressed to keep 
ahead of horses arriving or on the way. 
There were miles and miles of barbed 
wire that had to come down.” he said. In 
its place went a tight wire mesh, with 
planking at the top. Barns for horses in 
training. stallions. and mares were started. 
The house was remodeled. 

Hammond's wife Mary Lou and their in- 
fant daughter. who now has a younger 
brother. came out from Chicago a few 
weeks after the farm was purchased. To 
have more time on the farm. Hammond 
hired a president for the Whiting Corpora- 
tion. but he remained as chairman of the 
board. and he still is extremely active in 
the firm founded by his maternal grand- 
father in 1884. The firm manufactures 
foundry and_ transportation equipment, 
among other things. 

Six broodmares were bought at the 
Pomona sales in January 1954. *Bahadur 
II arrived. and the next month *Scorpion. 
For a name Hammond chose the Green- 
acres Stud Farm. 

Meanwhile. scores of replies were being 
received to advertisements for a superin- 
tendent of Thoroughbred operations. The 
one of Dr. R. Scott Jackson caught Ham- 
mond’s eye above all others. Texas born, 
Dr. Jackson had been an assistant pro- 
fessor in the Veterinary School at Colorado 
Agriculture and Mechanical College since 
1946 and chief veterinarian for the Colo- 
rado Racing Commission since its estab- 
lishment in 1949. 

“He'd also run his own breeding estab- 
lishment in Colorado. which was important 
to me, for it meant he’d had experience in 
meeting a payroll.” Hammond said. “To 
make a success of anything. I've learned, 
you have to have proper management and 
that means more than technical training, 
no matter how extensive it may be.” 

Dr. Jackson began his duties as superin- 
tendent and resident veterinarian on March 
1. 1954. Greenacres continued to buy 
horses. 

“The construction work went so. well 
we were pretty well set up in 6 months 
time.” Hammond said. A half-mile train- 
ing track. with a 3-furlong straightaway. 
was built. and other facilities were added, 
until Greenacres could offer complete 
veterinary and laboratory services. as well 
as those for breeding. training. breaking, 
and all types of boarding. For hydro- 
therapy. Dr. Jackson constructed a pit in 
which a horse may be stood while a stream

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of cold water swirls constantly around all 
4 legs for 2 to 3 hours at a time. 

The horse population grew as horsemen 
took advantage of the farm’s facilities. 
J. Kel Houssels liked it so well he moved 
his stallion Bymeabond (Bimelech—Blade 
of Time. by *Sickle) from Nevada to 
Greenacres. Several of Houssel’s better 
mares also came along. 

There now are about 125 horses at the 
farm. With present fencing. some 200 can 
be accomodated. and the ultimate capacity 
is estimated at 400. Hammond himself 
now owns 35 head. 18 of them broodmares. 


The Breeding Stock 


“We try to get mares that have shown 
speed. We want them as sound as possible. 
too. for there’s a chance a patched-up one 
may have something wrong that will be 
transmissible to her produce. 

“Generally. we seek the best possible 
conformation, with performance the next 
consideration, and, of course, the best 
bloodlines we can get. But we are not 
worrying too much about nicks. 

“Virtually all the young horses we have 
bought have been fillies. When they race. 
we hope they will run well enough to 
warrant going into the broodmare band. 
In fact. we have never bought anything we 
did not consider worthwhile going on with, 
Naturally, we'll continue trying to improve 
our broodmares, as we can afford it. 

“We have already decided to race all 
our foals from both *Scorpion and 
*Bahadur II in an effort to prove them as 
stallions as well as the quality of our 
broodmares before we switch to breeding 
for the market.”

The foaling barn at Greenacres Stud Farm can be made into 4 large stalls or 8 
smaller ones by using removable partitions. Broodmares are kept in their stalls 
at night from about 3 weeks before their foaling dates to several days after. 
Stevens Hammond now owns 18 broodmares, boards many others for his clients.

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Hyperion out of Bonaroba. by Boling- 
broke. was bred in England by Lord Derby 
and lightly raced at 2 and 3 before being 
sold to Australia for stud service. In his 
last season there he had a fertility rating of 
92 per cent. and from his first 4 crops of 
racing age he had sired winners of 128 
races. In each year, he had produced at 
least 12 winning horses. 

*Bahadur II is by Dhoti. the sire of 
*Royal Gem II. out of Rangi. by Buland- 
har. From the same family as The Buz- 
zard. Magpie and Lawmaker. he raced well 
as a 2 year old in 1950. In 13 starts he 
won 6, was second 3 times. third 3 times, 
and fourth once. He won with as much 
as 135 pounds. During a training gallop 
a sesamoid bone was fractured. and he was 
retired. 

“Both the *Scorpion and *Bahadur IL 
foals are promising.” Hammond said. “If 
looks mean anything. they're going to run. 
I like the Hyperion blood in *Scorpion, 
and *Bahadur II will provide a complete 
out-cross for *Seorpion fillies in the 
future.” 

Dr. Jackson is impressed with *Scorp- 
bottom line. “You'll notice Bona- 
roba’s third dam is Plucky Liege. the dam 
of such horses as *Bull Dog. *Sir Galla- 
had III. Bois Roussel. *Quatre Bras II. 
and *Bel Aethel. If we double up on 
blood. I'd rather breed close to her than to 
Hyperion.”

The Layout 


About 128 acres are covered by 50-odd 
paddocks. and the other 155 acres are farm- 
ed. There are 12 stud paddocks in 2 rows 
of 6. set end to end. each a little more than 
an acre. Pipes with sprinkler outlets run 
along the top of the fencing. 

The stallions are shifted periodically. 
with an empty paddock always between 
one stallion and another. The 2 big stalls 
in the stud barn are rarely used, for Dr. 
Jackson likes the horses outside 24 hours a 
day whenever possible. The stallions use 
their own initiative for exercise. They 
never are given special supplements. not 
even during the breeding season. Their 
sperm is checked once a week during the 
breeding months. 

For horses in training and lay-ups. there 
are 20 dry paddocks. each about 70-by-70 
feet. Of the others. 7 are about 2 acres 
each. 6 about 5 acres. and 7 of 7 acres 
each. More land will be fenced as the 
number of horses increases. 

“We've taken 10 acres for young stock 
that we'll keep in oats fall and winter, and 
sudan in the summer.” Dr. Jackson said. 
“Cutting up the pasture twice a year will 
keep it free of parasites. and that means 
strong feeding too. with lots of protein. 
We're considering handling all pasture that 
way.”

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ing on something of his own for ascarids, 
but he is not yet ready to comment on it. 

The 10-stall training barn and the stal- 
lion barn are of cement block. with 
aluminum roofs. Both are unlined. 

“When we built them that way.” Dr. 
Jackson said. “a lot of people thought 
horses would get hurt on the cement inter- 
iors. Not one has in nearly 2 years. and 
the construction is about as fireproof as 
you can make it.” 

The barn for mares has 4 stalls. each 
22-by-12 feet. which can be converted into 
8 stalls 1]-by-12 feet by using moveable 
partitions. Broodmares are being kept in 
their stalls at night from about 3 weeks 
before their scheduled foaling date until 
several days afterward. Under a new plan 
being considered, they would be taken at 
night to dry paddocks equipped with flood- 
lights. where an attendant would be on 
hand at all times. Mares would be moved 
to the barn only for foaling. 

“We'd as soon have them foal in the open. 
for that matter.” Hammond said. “except 
that. should one encounter trouble. we 
maybe wouldn't know about it. and thus 
couldn't help.” 

Lottie D, by Flying Ebony. last vear 
was the victim of an internal hemorrhage 
3 days after dropping a filly by *Scorpion. 
Jackson bottle-fed the orphan for a few 
days, then switched her to a pan. She's 
now the biggest filly of her crop. 

To substitute for the mother she'd lost, 


Hammond borrowed from William Welsh 
an Assyrian ass named Candy. which 
originally was brought to California as a 
stall companion for a horse that had be- 
come a bad actor. The steady. placid 
Candy. with ears almost as long at its 
legs. did the job well, too. Last November. 
when the weanlings were separated. the 
orphan and Candy were moved from their 
own paddock into a big one with the wean- 
ling fillies. Candy promptly was ostraciz- 
ed. Attempts at friendliness were rebuffed 
by all except the orphan, but there was 
never a riffle in Candy’s placid. kindly 
nature. The persistent kindliness paid off. 
After a few weeks. the foals began to 
accept the outsider. then welcome its 
presence. 

“Candy’s one of them now.” Hammond 
said. “Not that the snubs ever appeared 
to bother him too much.” 

A total of 28 foals were dropped at the 
farm in 1955. Greenacres has one each by 
*Scorpion and *Bahadur II. 

“Last season we bred pretty well to 
*Scorpion, and *Bahadur II has 3 of our 
mares in foal.” Hammond said. “I also 
own a share in the Salmagundi syndicate.” 

In breaking. Jackson believes in taking 
plenty of time for all phases. The foals 
are handled a lot as sucklings and wean- 
lings, so they are gentle when taken up as 
yearlings. They are staked out and bitted 
up in a stall, then a surcingle is added. 
After being checked up, they are driven 


from the ground for a week to 10 days. 
before a boy mounts in a small paddock. 
Next. the yearling is ridden in a field, 
doing figure 8’s and circling both ways, for 
2 weeks or even a month before stepping 
out to the training track. After they are 
broken, the yearlings are turned out for 
30 to 60 days. 

Pastures are rotated. Droppings are 
harrowed instead of picked up. Dry cows 
are brought in from nearby dairy farms 
to help keep the pasture cropped. 

With horse operations shaping up and 
a surplus of supervisory talent on hand. 
in January. 1955, Hammond took over a 
15-year lease on 500 acres 2 miles west 
of Greenacres. where beans. barley. oats. 
and alfalfa are grown. Recently he start- 
ed a commercial pig operation on the 
northeastern corner of Greenacres, plan- 
ning to build his sow total to 300 by next 
summer. Howard Snyder is in charge of 
the swine. 


From the Bottom Up 


At 45. Hammond already can look back 
on a varied career, with success studding 
each of his ventures. After high school 
was completed in the middle 1920's, he 
passed up college in favor of aviation— 
this during the years when each trip aloft 
was at least a minor adventure. For 3 
years. he barnstormed and carried passeng- 
ers around the Chicago area. until his

While the total racing scene last year 
was one of prosperity and new records. 
the New York tracks showed declines in 
both attendance and betting. After 196 
days of racing at Belmont Park. Aque- 
duct, Jamaica. and Saratoga. the New 
York State Racing Commission reported 
a decline of 2.35 per cent in betting and 
2.08 per cent in attendance. 

The commission’s annual report. bulk- 
iest and most complete in racing. was sub- 
mitted to Secretary of State Carmine G. 
DeSapio on December 20 by commission 
chairman Ashley Trimble Cole. 


Wagering and Revenue 


A total of 4.292.157. spectators bet 
$355.717.545. Revenue to the state reached 
a record high of $38.049.932. The increase 
of $2.928.446 over 1954 revenue was due 
chiefly to the state’s “absorption of an 
additional one per cent of the wagering. 
offset by a corresponding loss to New York 
City and the counties of Nassau and Sara- 
toga.” 

One item added to the state’s credit this 
year was a new franchise fee of $1.000 
for each day’s racing. This new fee was 
written into the racing law when the state 
authorized the formation of the Greater 
New York Association. Because the New 
York tracks were run by the GNYA for 
34 days. the franchise cost them $34.000. 


1954 Track Profits 


In 1954. the last year for which a com- 
plete audit is available. the racing associa- 
tions had a total net profit of $1.514.354. 
On the basis of gross receipts. the net was 
2.22 per cent. “the lowest yet experienced 
under pari-mutuel operations.” The best 
year the associations ever had was in 
1946. when they enjoyed a net of $5.089.. 
000. Said the commission of 1954: “Po- 
tential increases in attendance and in re- 
sultant wagering were not obtainable due 
chiefly to the increased take of 15 per 
cent initiated in 1946 which definitely has 
hurt the handle. albeit. establishing a pat- 
tern followed shortly thereafter by some 
other racing states.” 

Breakage 


Breakage in 1955 amounted to $2.187.- 
271.36. of which the racing associations 
got $869.833.36 and the state $1.317.438. 
The biggest year in breakage was 1945. 
when it amounted to .0078 per cent of the 
handle. Breakage has diminished since 
1947. In 1955 it amounted to .0061 per 
cent. The decrease from .0078 to .0061 
per cent represents the sum of $500,000 
a year. 

The report attributed the shrinkage in 
breakage to 2 factors: 1) patrons formerly 
favoring show betting have shifted to win 
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betting. and 2) the percentage of winning 
favorites has declined since 1947, 

For the first 5 years of pari-mutuel 
betting. 1940-44. show pools averaged 30 
per cent of the straight pool wagering. 
For the second 5 years they averaged 25 
per cent. and for the third 5-year period. 
20 per cent. In 1955 they dropped to 18.4 
per cent — roughly 9 per cent lower than 
in Illinois, 10 per cent lower than in 
Florida. and 12.5 per cent lower than in 
New Jersey. The commission concluded: 
“Finally. in terms of dollars, had we 
maintained the desired average of 30 per 
cent in show pool wagering for 1955. the 
increase would have amounted to $25.000.- 
000 on which breakage. at an average of 
one per cent. would be $250.000. with an 
added 15 per cent commission amounting 
to $3.750.000. Aside from these potential 
revenue losses. the apparent decline in pa- 
tron interest is paramount. further 
consideration will be given to this subject 
by the commission.” 


Purse Distribution 


Purse distribution in 1955 totaled $9.- 
502.010. of which the associations put up 
$8.702.540 and the horsemen the balance. 
Said the commission: “Several of the 
major race tracks in other states have a 
higher average daily purse distribution 
than do our individual tracks. but despite 
their more advantageous sharing of the 
‘take’ the over-all daily purse distribution 
of the New York State racing associations 
remains the nation’s high. . . . The over- 
all average of 60 per cent is a participa- 
tion unequalled throughout the nation.” 


Testing 


The Supervisor of Drug Tests last year 
collected 3.151 saliva samples and 3.107 
urine samples. Of the saliva samples. 
1.576 were from winners. 1.559 were from 
the second horse. 10 were from the third 
horse. and 6 others were taken by order 
of the stewards. Urine samples were 
taken from 1.554 winners. 1.480 from the 
second horse. 67 from the third horse. 
and 6 were ordered by the stewards. 

Claiming 

A total of 279 horses were claimed. for 
prices from $3.500 to $15.000. Five were 
claimed for more than $10.000. 8 were 
taken for $10.000. and one for $10.500. 
The most expensive claim was Greentree 
Stable’s Palm Tree. which went to the 
Twin Oaks Stable for $15.000.

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Oaks Winners as Broodmares 


La Fleche threw a few good winners, 
but nothing to approach herself. Sceptre 
and Pretty Polly were practically failures 
at the stud. With the exception of Jest, 
who threw Humorist, the Derby winner of 
1921. the Oaks winners I trained for Mr. 
Joel never succeeded in breeding anything 
approaching their own merit. One can 
go through the long list of the Oaks and 
the One Thousand Guineas for fifty years 
past and find very few of the winners who 
have made a name for themselves other 
than on the racecourse. One of the few 
notable exceptions in recent years is Silver 
Tag. a Sundridge mare that Sir Edward 
Hulton raced with a good deal of success. 
In the main, it appears that an arduous 
racing career spoils a filly for breeding. 


Such was the conclusion of the noted 
English trainer Charles Morton in My 
Sixty Years of the Turf, published in 
1930. If a poll of English breeders and 
other horsemen were taken today. the ma- 
jority probably would concur in Morton's 
judgment. The British attitude toward 
the genetic merit of Oaks winners is re- 
flected in various passages of an article 
by John Hislop in the December sales 
issue of the British Racehorse: 

Sceptre proved a disappointing broodmare, pro- 
ducing only four winners, but two were of good 
class. these being Maid of the Mist, winner of 
£1.850, and Maid of Corinth. who took the Cheve- 
ley Park Stakes. 

Pretty Polly was somewhat of a disappointment 
at stud. though not a failure 

Signorinetta . . . was fairly successful at stud, 
getting six winners, but none was top-class. . . 
Rosedrop . apart from Gainsborough 
never bred any other horse of note. 

... Though herself the daughter of an Oaks 
winner. Mirska does not seem either to have bred 
a winner of note—she was at stud in France—or 
left any worthy descendant . . . 

If one expects an Oaks winner to produce at 
least one horse as good as, or better than, her 
herself. these results are disappointing. On the 
other hand. when taking into consideration the 
large number of mares at stud who never breed 
a winner at all, or only produce winners of a low 
category, the list does not read so badly, for only 
7 in 40 can be classed as real failures. while 22. 
or over 50. bred classic or good-class winners. 
Hislop was surveying the progeny rec- 
ords of the Oaks winners of 1900 through 
1939. His conclusion was that “the closer 
one sticks to top-class racing merit, the 
more likely is failure to be eliminated.” 
The quotations are given. not to take issue 
with them. but to suggest the somewhat 
aristocratic manner in which the horseman 
makes such evaluations. He sets an extra- 
ordinarily high standard. 

By such a standard. calibrated only an 
inch or so on the nether side of perfection. 
Canterbury Pilgrim, Selene. and Scapa 
Flow achieved some measure of success 
as broodmares. Stockwell, St. Simon, 
Blandford. and Hyperion were acceptably 
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PEDIGREES 


good sires. The others were quite good 
enough for export. 

The Englishman. of course. is not 
unique in making his judgments in this 
fashion. All the way from Nuwara Eliva 
to the suburbs of West Podunk are horse- 
men who will assure the neighbors that 
Man o° War was a good race horse but a 
failure as a sire because he never got any- 
thing as good as he was. Or that Oaks 
winners are poor breeding risks because 
they don’t produce champions such as St. 
Simon. *Ormonde. and Man 0’ War. They 
rarely have anything better than Swyn- 
ford. Jardy. Gainsborough. Humorist. or 
British Empire. 

Thanks to the earnings index. and to a 
good many weeks of data-collecting by 
John Aiscan. it is now possible to set 
forth the progeny records of all the Eng- 
lish Oaks winners since 1878. and to com- 
pare them with other groups. 


The calculation of the index is illustrat- 
ed by an accompanying example (Table 
I). The result. that is. the index itself, 
is a statement of the ratio of actual earn- 
ings to average expectancy. in whatever 
years and whatever countries the horses 
may have raced. 

In the brief one-line summary of the 
progeny record of each mare the actual 
earnings have been omitted. for several 
reasons. In the first place. the amounts 
earned are usually in English pounds. 
but sometimes in franes. and occasionally 
in dollars. though no Oaks winner has 
produced a distinguished runner in Amer- 
ica. Secondly. because of wide variations 
in the value of money and in its availa- 
bility in racing. the comparison of raw 
earnings frequently is misleading. The 
$35.320 earned by the offspring of *Hy- 
cilla in the United States represents an 
achievement only slightly superior to that 
of the progeny of Thebais. which earned 
a total of £1.827 more than half a century 
ago.

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justment” for the progeny record of each 
mare is given. It shows the actual earn- 
ings in terms of average horse-years of 
racing. Janette. for instance. had 8 start- 
ers from a total of 12 foals. The 8 run- 
ners had a total of 12 seasons in which 
they made at least one start. Only 2 of 
them were winners. and they took down a 
total of £1.448 in first money. On the 
basis of the average money per starter in 
the years in which they raced. their earn- 
ings were equivalent to the earnings of 
6.91 “average” horses. Since it took 12 
vear-starters to earn as much as 6.91 
average year-starters. the index for the 
progeny of the 1878 Oaks winner was .58. 
That is to say. the earnings of Janette’s 
progeny were only 58 per cent of the 
average earnings of their contemporaries. 

Through figures of this kind we are 
able to establish a constant basis for com- 
paring Oaks winners with the average of 
the breed and with other groups of mares. 
The index for the average of the breed is 
always 1.00. by definition. so that it pro- 
vides an automatic control group for any 
study. The degree of departure from this 
norm is the measure of failure or success. 
and it is an objective measure. 


The Ifs and Ands 


Objective measures have their disadvant- 
ages. of course. They can never tell the 
full story. particularly when used to 
measure the capacity of living organisms. 

With regard to the 1913 Oaks winner 
Jest. for instance. the earnings index ade- 


quately reflects the importance of 
Humorist’s victory in the Derby. But, 
since the English tradition is to present 
only first money in its various forms of 
data on earnings. the index allows no 
credit for the one other foal of Jest which 
got to the races. This was a filly which 
made one start. in her 2-year-old season, 
and was beaten a head by Pogrom. winner 
of the Oaks in 1922. 

Similarly with the 1898 Oaks winner 
Airs and Graces. whose foals were pro- 
duced in France, at the stud of Edmond 
Blane. Her son Jardy presumably was the 
best horse of his year in Europe. and his 
high index. an estimated 31.80, attests his 
excellence. The figure. however. cannot 
report that he was unbeaten until he came 
up to the Derby of 1905; or that he was 
coughing and running a fever when he 
went to the post; or that. when he had 
finished second to Cicero. he returned to 
his box with his shoulder bloodied by 
Danny Maher's spurs: or that Cicero 
probably escaped disqualification only be- 
cause Edmond Blanc considered it an un- 
gentlemanly act to lodge a protest against 
a Derby winner. 

Nevertheless. despite its inability to 
report such matters, the earnings index in 
the long run succeeds in measuring relative 
success with more precision than any other 
method now available. 


Comparison With Other Groups 


Reference to Table If will show how 
the producing records of Oaks winners

The index for all the progeny of Oaks 
winners. from Janette in 1878 to Sun 
Stream in 1945. is 3.83. The dependability 
ot this figure for purposes of prediction is 
indicated by the fact that the progeny 
index for Oaks winners from 1878 through 
1899 was 3.78 and the index for the 1900- 
1945 group was 3.85. The 2 figures are 
virtually identical. 


(The estimate of index for both groups 
is subject to a slight correction which 
cannot yet be made. The offspring of 
Reve d’Or. Airs and Graces. and Perola 
raced principally in France. in years for 
which the average money per starter is 
not available. The calculation for Reve 
d'Or was made on the basis of an average 
of 2.000 frances per starter per year: for 
Airs and Graces. 3.000 franes: for Perola. 
6.358 francs. the 1920 average. These are 
guesses. subject to later determination of 
the annual norms.) 

The groups with which the Oaks win- 
ners are compared are all North American. 
Data for the Experimental Handicap 
mares and the best 10 race mares of each 
year include racing of 1952. Data for the 
random sample. the Oaks winners. the 
daughters of 34 prominent broodmare 
sires, and Blue Larkspur mares include 
racing of 1954. The Blue Larkspur mares 
are given as a separate item because they 
represent. in approximation. the highest 
level a breeder may hope to attain on the

basis of great names in pedigrees. All 3 
groups of mares selected solely on the 
basis of racing performance are definitely 
superior to Blue Larkspur mares. 

The best American race mares — the 
best 10 in each crop of foals since 1930 
—have a group progeny index of 3.66 — 
the highest of any group hitherto investi- 
gated. The Oaks winners have done bet- 
ter. by a small margin. 


The 4-Plus Minimum of Class 


The column showing the percentage of 
year-starters with indexes above 4.00 (that 
is. winning more than 4 times the average 
expectancy of the year in which they 
raced) is roughly equivalent to what the 
American horseman would call stakes win- 
ners. The term stakes winner is not very 
helpful in North America, where many 
horses become stakes winners without hav- 
ing more than moderate running ability: 
it is virtually meaningless in a country 
such as England, where most of the races 
are under stakes conditions. The minimum 
standard of 4 times the average earnings 
is a more objective and more definite in- 
dication of class. 

Under this heading it will be noted that 
the progeny of Oaks winners have a high- 
er percentage than any of the American 
groups. From a grand total of 819 year- 
starters. 180. or 22%. earned at least 4 
times the average of the years in which 
they raced.

The last 4 columns of the tabulation 
represent a tally of the mares according to 
the accumulated racing index of their 
progeny. The separate headings, .00- .99, 
ete... could be interpreted as poor, fair. 
good. and extra good. It will be noted 
that the Oaks winners have an amazing 40 
per cent of their number in the extra-good 
division. 


The Best Yet 


In summary. the producing record of 
Oaks winners is better than that of any 
other group ever studied. 

There are no sure things in the inheri- 
tance of quantitative characteristics such 
as those involved in determining racing 
ability. but victory in the English Oaks 
more nearly approaches a guarantee of 
high potential as a broodmare than any 
other criterion yet studied. Certainly its 
predictive value is far higher than that 
of any consideration based upon pedigree. 

The implication of this finding is plain: 
if a better standard for selecting brood- 
mares is to be found. the basis for that 
standard will be racing class, not pedigree. 

An important factor in the high success 
of Oaks winners as producers was_ the 
fact that they were bred to good sires, in 
the main. and probably to a greater extent 
than the best race mares in the U.S. This 
fact in itself is not enough to explain the 
extreme degree of their success. Only a 
few of the sires to which they were bred 
could have had higher lifetime progeny 
indexes than this group of mares. The 
highest progeny index on record for a long 
lifetime as a sire is St. Simon’s 4.75. Bland- 
ford’s was 4.29. Hyperion’s index, when 
his offspring have finished racing, prob- 
ably will be about 4.00. And these high 
indexes, in turn, must be credited in part 
to the mares bred to the stallions. 


The Best Offspring 


There is not sufficient space to give the 
full detail of the influence these Oaks win- 
ners have had upon later generations of 
Thoroughbreds. Geheimness. for instance. 
was the fourth dam of *Herodias (Pilate. 
ete.). Miss Jummy had only 2 foals. both 
unraced. one of them the dam of the 
prominent Argentinian sire Parlanchin. 
L’Abbesse de Jouarre’s only daughter was 
Festa. one of the most distinguished mares 
in the German stud book. La Fleche’s 
unsound son John 0° Gaunt was the sire 
oi Swynford, whose dam was another Oaks 
winner. Canterbury Pilgrim. Mrs. Butter- 
wick’s daughter Abbazia was dam of the 
high-class race mare Tetrabbazia. dam of 
*Cohort and of the St. Leger winner 
Singapore. *Rosedrop’s American daugh- 
ter Rosern was the dam of Sunglow. To- 
boggan’s daughter *Hydroplane II was 
the dam of Citation. And so on indefi- 
nitely.

Of the remaining 63, all but 19 produced 
at least one good “stakes winner.” a run- 
ner whose complete racing index was 
above 4.00. Ten of the mares produced 2 
4-plus runners: 6 produced 3 each; and 3 
(Canterbury Pilgrim. Straitlace. Penny- 
comequick) each produced 4 runners 
above this minimum. 

There were many good race mares which 
did not win the Oaks. to be sure, and 
some of these will be studied later. Pend- 
ing the outcome of these studies. the win- 
ners of the Oaks are the best broodmares 
and broodmare prospects in England.

RACING ABROAD 


Finance in England 


English turfmen are quite methodic: 
when flat racing closes, hard talking opens. 
This year the main subjects are the 
victories gained by foreign horses during 
the flat season and the difficulties of rac- 
ing finance. The first problem is rarely 
studied objectively in England. no- 
body yet has joined it to the second prob- 
lem. that of racing finance. 

The financial difficulties of owners and 
breeders have been described through the 
voice of their associations. Bookmakers 
have leaped to their own defense. And. 
finally, the Jockey Club has made an 
appeal to the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

The owners’ point of view was explained 
in the annual report of the Racehorse 
Owners’ Association: 

“Some members may have observed an 
article by Mr. David Livingston-Learmonth 
which quoted certain figures which had 
been published in a French racing period- 
ical. and which showed. as a comparison. 
the proportion of stake money contributed 
by racecourses and by owners in Great 
Britain and France over a period of the 
last three years. 

“Amongst other things. it demonstrated 
that amounts of added money in Great 
Britain had been practically the same. 
although expenses had risen considerably. 
and that the amount of money contributed 
by owners in this country was out of all 
proportion to that in France. 

“The analysis showed that over the three 
years in this country owners had run for 
£1.784.000 of their own money, whilst race- 
courses had contributed £2.646,000 out of 
a total of £4.430,000. 

“Owners. therefore. had contributed just 
over 40 per cent of the prize money given 
in this country during that time, compared 
with an owner’s contribution of a little 
over 6 per cent in France. 

“You will no doubt agree with his con- 
clusions that it is small wonder that owners 
and breeders such as the Aga Khan have 
removed almost the whole of their racing 
activities from England to France. where 
they can race almost entirely for public 
money collected through the pari-mutuel. 
and incur far less onerous travelling ex- 
penses.” 

Other figures published in a French rac- 
ing periodical were organized by J. 
Morenat in Courses et Elevage of March. 
1955: 

1) Prize money distributed in France 
in 1938 was one-third of English prize 
money; it went up to 80 per cent of English 
prize money in 1952 and equalled it in 
1954—1.459 million francs against 1.462.- 
000 pounds at 980 francs. 

2) Added money—that is, fresh money 
given by racing societies—was in France, 


in 1938, only half of the English added 
money. In 1952, it had gone up 128 per 
cent of the English added money and, in 
1954. it had gone up 154 per cent—1,336 
million franes against 894,000 pounds. 

3) Horses in training are 25 per cent 
more numerous in England than in France. 
On the other side, English breeders do 
not get any prize money, while French 
breeders get 10 per cent of it. 

Those figures show the amelioration of 
French racing finance, which is entirely 
the result of the development of Pari- 
mutuel Urbain, in short P. M. U., which 
is off-course pari-mutuel betting. 


The Sport Comes First 


English breeders are almost as much 
alarmed as the owners. Lord Derby, the 
newly elected president of the Thorough- 
bred Breeders’ Association, after the re- 
tirement of Lord Rosebery, underlined the 
seriousness of so much high-class blood- 
stock being exported. 

“This trend.” he wrote. “does indicate 
the great importance of having better 
stake money in this country. I know this 
is a very easy statement to make and a 
far more difficult one to implement. We 
can only hope the tote case will go the 
right way and we must fully explore every 
other possible source. 

“However, important though the increase 
in stake money is, I do feel that at the 
same time we must be careful not to change 
too much the character of English racing. 
There can be no doubt that racing in this 
country is far more fun than anywhere 
else. and, while many overseas countries 
have better stands and better facilities than 
we have, their racing does tend to be in- 
credibly dull. 

“While I certainly hope that our racing 
will become much more prosperous in the 
future, it is vital that it should retain its 
character as a sport.” 

Other members of the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association expressed similar 
views. John Hislop said, “From the gen- 
eral discussion it was clear that the matter 
which worries breeders most at present is 
the financial state of racing and its conse- 
quent effect on the Thoroughbred breed- 
ing industry.” 

Following those warnings. a suggestion 
was made by Alderman Hopkins, chair- 
man of the Midlands Area of the Race- 
course Owners’ Association: “The grow- 
ing trend is for bookmakers to cut down 
on race course activities and concentrate 
on starting-price business. This is result- 
ing in vacant bookmakers’ pitches on the 
the race course. 

“T have no fixed idea as to the method 
which we should adopt to collect contribu- 
tions from starting-price bookmakers, but 
if we had £2,000,000 a year, we could 
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please the owners by giving bigger prize 
money and the racegoer by reducing ad- 
mission charges and giving improved facili- 
ties. Owners, trainers, and patrons all 
say racing is too expensive.” 

The foregoing suggestion takes account 
of the fact that only race course book- 
makers contribute to racing. while start- 
ing-price bookmakers do not give a penny. 


“That Soulless Machine” 


Bookmakers opposed this strongly. Mr. 
Genis. president of the National Sporting 
League. said at the League’s annual din- 
ner: “From time to time we bookmakers 
are asked what we contribute to racing. 
I shall answer that question in one word— 
everything. 

“T don't need to tell you that the book- 
makers were operating long before that 
soulless machine. the tote, was ever heard 
of. Racing began in England. and it was 
the bookmaker then. as it is today, who is 
just as much the attraction as the racing. 
He brings the spice and the variety and 
the color to what could otherwise be 
compared with a visit to some cold tax 
collectors office where you pay your 
money and get no choice of odds. 

. . Only a tiny portion of the public 
are able to visit the courses. and it is here 
that the starting-price man offers his con- 
tribution. From all over the country the 
betting. large and small, is transmitted to 
the course by him, and your highly 
competitive and strong market is made. 

“It is this facility which helps the bet- 
ting owners and trainers, and, perhaps I 
am entitled to add, makes our bloodstock 
industry of such importance in considering 
our exports abroad.” 

(Such a way of understanding racing 
finance is very curious. Mr. Genis thinks 
that “helping” the betting owners and 
trainers is the best way to support the 
bloodstock industry. Non-betting owners 
and trainers do not seem to need help, in 
his mind. Certainly, Mr. Genis is for- 
getting that the high quality of English 
bloodstock has been obtained by non-bet- 
ting owners. like the great breeder, the 
late — Derby, while betting owners, 
like R. S. Siever, did not do any good to 
the bscdasouk industry. It is a misconcep- 
tion of the owners’ function to mix them 
with bettors.) 


“Have a Go” 


One owner, nevertheless, has no fault 
to find with English racing: Mr. David 
Robinson. owner of Idle Rocks, winner of 
the 1955 Gimerack Stakes. In the 185th 
Gimerack speech, Robinson said: “At the 
risk of being blackballed by the Race- 
horse Owners’ Association. I am confessing 
tonight to an over-all satisfaction with the 
sport as I find it... . No other recreation 
offers such attractions, such rich ex- 
periences.

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hesitant about embarking on the ad- 
venture, I say “Have a go’. 

“There are, of course. occasions when 
even the most buoyant and successful of 
owners suffer setbacks. When these de- 
pressions occur, do not lose your faith. 
It is no use campaigning for a government 
subsidy to pay your trainer’s bill; and if 
you have the worse of the week’s ex- 
changes with your bookmaker, the remedy 
is not a tote monopoly. Pay up—and 
have another go.” 

Despite Robinson’s comforting optimism, 
the Jockey Club itself is “preparing a 
brief on the whole financial position of 
racing” which will be laid before the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 


One Shilling to Spare 


The retiring senior steward, the Duke of 
Norfolk. gave some points: “I have now 
had a statement prepared which shows 
certain statistics relating to the financial 
position of all race courses (including Na- 
tional Hunt meetings. but excluding Ascot) 
for the years 1952, 1953, and 1954. 

“The figures show that there is un- 
fortunately a down-trend in receipts from 
admission charges which, taken in con- 
junction with a steady rise in operating 
costs. results in a progressive decline in 
the profits earned by race course 
companies.” 

. . Dealing with the affairs of the 
tote. it is of interest to note that of the 
total surplus earned by that body, taxation 
takes 47 per cent, the direct grant to own- 
ers for traveling race horses takes 13 per 
cent. charities and miscellaneous items 
take 19 per cent. leaving only 21 per cent 
to be distributed to race courses through 
the Racecourse Fund. 

“The following figures. which provided 
the basis for a discussion which I have 
already had with the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. may be of interest. Every 20s 
earned by race courses is on an average 
spent as follows: 


Entertainments duty___ 10d 
Prize money 5s 7d 
Operating 7s 5d 
Local and national taxation __-________ Is 2d 


Leaving for the proprietor the sum of 
ls. of which only 5d has been distributed 
by way of dividend, and 7d has been re- 
tained to meet replacements and other 
emergencies. 

“The inescapable conclusion to which 
these facts lead is that there is a gradual 
slowing up of the whole machine, and the 
difficulties are increasing slowly each 
year.” 

The “possible remedies” as suggested by 
the Duke of Norfolk: 

1) Attract more spectators by better 
amenities and lower admittance charges. 

2) Enable the tote to play a larger 
share than at present, notably in reducing 
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Corner W. 3rd and Georgetown St.

3) Reconsider the heavy burden of 
entertainments duty. 


Another remedy has been considered by 
the Racecourse Association, which has set 
up a company to give the sixpence-each- 
way, stay-at-home backer a totalisator ser- 
vice. The company will be run on a credit 
basis and will start operations before the 
beginning of next year’s flat-racing season 
in March. Named Postal Tote Service. 
this company is another effort to enlarge 
the “tote-minded public.” The company 
will pay 2 per cent of its turnover to the 
Racecourse Association for distribution to 
member race courses. 

Commenting upon this news, the secre- 
tary of the National Bookmakers Protec- 
tive Association said: “At first glance we 
wonder whether the public will be attract- 
ed by the new company it is proposed to 
set up. We rather think that they will 
prefer to deal, as in the past, with the 
bookmakers they know.” 

It seems very difficult, indeed. to 
develop the pari-mutuel in Great Britain. 
Years of tradition are in favor of the 
bookmakers. But clear-sighted men. like 
Sir Winston Churchill or Edward Moor- 
house, already saw some 30 years ago 
that English racing could not normally 
be extended on the financial side with- 
out the tote. Today, there is no racing 
prosperity without pari-mutuels. And it is 
an international drama to see Englishmen, 
because of old habits, allow their magnifi- 
cent racing machine to slow up dangerous- 
ly.

Search for a Horse Race 


Lisson. An attempt to extract some in- 
formation from a native as to horse racing 
and its history in Portugal is somewhat 
like trying to separate the truth from fic- 
tion in a legend that has long lain 
dormant. Before my flight to Lisbon I 
had come across the name “Jockey Club” 
in a brochure about Portugal, so I took it 
for granted that such.a body of men 
existed there, but when I inquired at a 
couple of likely Lisbon addresses given 
me by the information bureau at Estoril. 
the attractive seashore resort only a few 
miles away. I got nowhere, though I tried 
my French, which is pretty good, then my 
Spanish, which is only fair, finally my 
Portuguese, which is limited to words 
practically identical with Spanish. 

One of the addresses was that of the 
“Turf Club.” This turned out to be a 
dud. I could not find out what its 
members were interested in; there was no 
one present, except the porter or house- 
man, as it was Sunday about noontime, and 
he told me that no member was likely to 
arrive before 6 p. m. He referred me to 
the “Sociedade Hipica.” which happily had 
an office close by. 

On arriving there, I was ushered into

The track at Cascaes is much more primitive. The stables are of wood with 
thatched roofs. There are 6 to 8 racing days a year here and at the Hipodromo. 
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the presence of Senhor Annibal Roque de 
Pinno. a most amiable gentleman, director 
of the society which. I take it, is the 
counterpart of our National Horse Show 
Association. Our conversation was con- 
ducted entirely in French. so that we met 
more or less on neutral ground. Accord- 
ing to him. the Portuguese are not now. 
nor have they ever been. very much inter- 
ested in racing Thoroughbreds. They are 
most enthusiastic over jumping exhibitions 
in horse shows. and their military horse- 
men excel in this sport to such an extent 
that they have held their own in the annual 
European international contests. 

A number of breeders in Portugal have 
imported stallions of English blood. but. 
according to Senhor de Pinno. these horses 
are not fashionably bred. and are primarily 
used to produce jumpers for the Portu- 
guese horse shows and for family use. 
Such racing as is conducted is set off by 
some jumping exhibitions as well as by 
a couple of trotting races. The races for 
Thoroughbreds are on the flat or over 
some rather unpretentious jumps. 

Two tracks are located on the outskirts 
of Lisbon. Naturally I made special trips 
to inspect them. The one at Cascaes. which 
had 4 reunions between September 11 and 
25. is primitive. It is about on a par with 
those I used to see at county fairs some 50 
years ago. except that the grandstand is 
constructed of concrete. 

The other track. nearer town. at Campo 


Grande, called Hipodromo da Marinha. is 
rather attractive, being a miniature remind- 
er of the one at Longchamp in Paris. The 
stables and their box stalls are fireproof— 
a model we would be wise to follow. How- 
ever, there are so very few of them that 
they cannot take care of all the starters 
for a day’s racing. I learned that most of 
the competing horses arrive by motor vans 
or horse-drawn vehicles on the day of the 
race. and maybe only shortly before the 
race is to be run, and are soon on their 
way back home. In view of the fact that 
the total number of days of racing at the 2 
tracks is usually not more than 6 or 8 
during the year. stable room at the tracks 
is not the headache it is in the United 
States for trainers and owners. 

I have tried to fathom the reason for 
the lack of interest in horse racing in both 
countries forming the Iberian Peninsula 
and it seems evident to me_ that the 
tremendous devotion to bullfighting is the 
direct cause of this indifference. If the 
Spaniards and Portuguese really loved 
horses they could not bear to see them gored 
or even “only” knocked down the 
maddened bull charging at them full tilt 
against their blinded side. I missed a 
day’s racing at San Sebastian to take my 
grandson to his first bullfight. and while 
it is true that the protective padding. 
which looked like an outsize saddle pad 
when I saw my first bullfight in Madrid 
over 30 years ago. now has been lengthen- 


ed so that it hangs down to about the 
horse’s hocks, nevertheless the horns often 
get under it when the bull throws his head 
up violently and tosses the horse into the 
air. 

Very few Portuguese have even seen a 
Thoroughbred horse race, the meetings are 
poorly attended, and betting is more than 
light. The Spaniards care not very much 
more. The track at San Sebastion, which 
I inspected on my way to Biarritz, looked 
just about the same as it did in 1923, the 
turf racing strip being so very uneven, so 
full of bald spots interspersed with big 
lumps of clustered grass, that I cannot 
understand why accidents do not take 
place in every race. 

If. after reflecting on my diagnosis of 
the incomprehensible apathy of the 
Portuguese and Spaniards toward Thor- 
oughbred racing. you can offer a better 
reason than the one I have set forth. 
please let me hear it or forever after hold 
your peace. I have been in Spain a 
number of times during the past 30 or 
more years and have learned to like its 
natives very much, as well as to admire 
their honesty. pride of race. and self 
respect. So I feel doubly sorry for them 
as well as for the Portuguese. for their 
lack of opportunity to spend an afternoon 
in the supreme enjoyment of watching 
contests between the most superb animals 
in creation. But there is no accounting 
for tastes. CuHartes R, FLEISCHMANN
